In good English. 

"What was the extent of your busi- 
ness last year?" 

"Our gross receipts wen? $180,000." 

Mr. Ling, from tile Chinese em- 
bassy in London, frowned upon his 
countryman as Yuen revealed some of 
of tho mysteries of the trade con- 
ducted under a city license of J1.000 
a year. His claim was for .$7tlu for 
actual and consequential damages. 

Wong Lung claimed $1,200 for loss 
of profits Of the Chinese theatre, 
which was compelled to close for a 
week, and 5700 for loss of profits of 
Ills adjoining restaurant, where he 
caters to the actors, patrons and pub- 
lie. Lung saiii he made $10,000 a year 
clear In his restaurant. 

Astonishing prollts were also made 
in tile drug business, according to 
Man On Tong, who claimed $200 for 
loss id' net profits for the six days 
during which Chinatown was closed, 
and San Y'en asked $700, estimating 
his yearly net proiit at $15,000. San 
told Commissioner King that he had 
purchased six rides and 300 rounds of 
ammunition during the riot, but he 
was not asking the government to 
refund their cost.

DE8ATEB AT REGINA 



Exclusion of Chinamen and In- 
dians Objected to By the 
Opposition 



Hegina, May 2 7.— The whole of the 
morning session of tho bouse today was 
taken up wilh a debate on the question 
whether or not a file ot orginal docu- 
ments should he tabled in the house. 
Tile government contended that as on- 
ly certain papers in the file had been 
referred to, although physically the 
whole file had been tabled, technically 
only the papers referred to had been 
tabled. 

The leader of the Opposition claimed 
thai the whole file had been tabled, 
and should therefore, be said, be laid 
mi the table again. This question was 
debated at a former session in con- 
nection with the Moriuig school book 
contract. The attorney general referr- 
ed to a telegram iind letter hi the file, 
ami when it was laid on tho table op- 
position members found It contained 
other important documents, including 
a report of the proceedings of the joint 
committee at Calgary, which recom- 
mended the readers of the Canada 
Publishing company. This report has 
been removed, with the file of origin- 
al documents. 

The speaker ordered that nil papers 
which had been laid on the table 
should la- returned thereto, but -said 
that technically the papers in the file 
might not have been laid on the 1 table 
although the physical act of producing 
them had no doubt taken place. 

At Hie time of the former- debate on 
the question the speaker ordered all 
papers produced on the debate laid 
on tin- table, and the Government in- 
terpreted this to mean only the papers 
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vale bills committee as not proven In 
preamble, and was referred to a com- 
mittee of the whole house, the Inten- 
tion being lo change the bill to pro- 
vide a special examination for Dr. Tes- 
sler, t'i which tin- medical council 

The whole of the afternoon sitting 
of the house was taken up with con- 
sideration of the new election law In 
committee, and the government stated 
its intention of shutting out from the 
franchise, not only Chinamen by birth 
hut British subjects born of .Mongol- 
ian parents at Hongkong or elsewhere 
In British territory. In reply to a ques- 
tion the attorney general said he bad 
considered and was prepared to take 
the responsibility for the consitutional 
side of the question. 

Mr Brown of Souris doubted the 
wisdom of this action on the part of 
the government and said they should 
not shut Chinamen out of the franchise 
any more than they should shut out 
Doukhobors and other people brought 
Into this country. The reason given 
by the government for shutting out 
Chinamen Is that II is Impossible to 
get Celestials to take an interest In 
public affairs, ami If they have tho 
franchise they are liable lo vote lie- 
cause of persona! feeling and not upon 
the issues. 

Curiously enough, although a China- 
man Is debarred from Noting he Is not 
debarred from being n candidate at any 

elect Ion. 

A plea made by Mr. Langley for 
franchise for educated Indians did not 
meet with favor from the government. 



'Rossland, May 27.— Hon Richard Mc- 
Brld( and Hon. Dr. Young arrived hero 
on Tuesday from Nelson and left for 
the same place today. While here, 
they were entertained at a dinner on 
Tuesday evening at the hold Allan, 
on tbi> same evening they addressed a 
large and enthusiastic gathering in tho 
rooms of the Rossland Conservative as- 
sociation, which was presided over by 
Graham Crulckshank. 

Mr. McBrlde criticized the Laurler 
Government caustically for Its atti- 
tude on the Chinese question, lie told 
what the present provincial adminis- 
tration httB done in the way of dis- 
couraging and preventing oriental im- 
migration, and said it was more deter- 
mined than ever to make ibis a Whltu 
man's country. He said that lie was 
certain lie could demonstrate to tbu 
employers of oriental labor that it was 
hurtful to their interests and the inter- 
ests of tin- country to favor Chinese 
Instead of Caucasian labor. There was 
no differences between the Conserva- 
tive and Liberal parlies on protection, 
as both were practically of one mind on 
this question. He held that the only 
radical difference between the two 
parties was as to labor, and the acts 
of the Conservative party fully showed, 
that it was the true and consistent 
friend of the toiler and was determined 
to give him a square and fair chance. 
Mr. McBrlde's speech, was well receiv- 
ed. 

Dr. Young made a speech in which 
he told how tho province was soon to 
give the school children of tbu province) 
freo books, and said tho McBrlde' gov- 
ernment had and would always have 
plenty of money for education. He al- 
so told of the provincial governmentia 
intention to shortly found a university, 
which would be equal to anything in 
the Dominion. Mr. Young was frequ- 
ently applauded. 

J. C. Scott president of the Miners' 
Union made a short address In which 
he statetl that after looking into the 
records and actions and platforms of; 
the several parties he was fully satis- 
fied that the Conservative party was 
the best for the working classes and 
he advised all workers to support It.

Reason of Breaks. 

Fire Chief Watson, in his communi- 
cation to the council, wrote that "at 
the fire in question, there were three 
lengths of hose broke, these being 
from lines laid In from tile lire en- 
gine. Upon examination I find that 
two of these, lengths were very old, 
and hud been laid aside as being un- 
iit fur regular xprvice. but were fre- 
quently used for the purpose oi scrub- 
bing the Poors at headquarters tit- 
other similar purpose. I can only ac- 
count for its use at the lire to the 
probability of its having been taken 
from the station, when more hose had 
been sent for, by some one not thor- 
oughly conversant with the method 
adopted in our interior arrangement. 
Tbo other length referred to was a 
length probably from seven to ten 
years old, but In very good condition, 
the only defect being an abrasion in 
tbo outer covering, probably caused by 
being in contact with a sharp stone, 
and being run over by ono of our vehi- 
cles, thus causing a cut in the weave, 
in the case of this length, the inner 
tube was not penetrated anil a slight 
repair will put the section In perfect- 
ly good condition." 

Commenting on the criticisms which 
had been levelled at the firewardens 
in accepting the above tehdarsj Alder- 
man Mable declared that as a mem- 
ber of that b"dy, he had not changed 
his mind, and he .was convinced that 
the firewardens had acted in the best 
interests of the city. 

Alderman Gleason asked why the 
firewardens had purchased the bulk of 
the hose from one concern, when at 
the same time they had also ordered 
two small lots from other companies.

No Time for Test.

Victoria has: main' things to be 
proud of. Her climate, her scenery, 
her unrivalled geographical position, 
and .so on, all are factors of great 
value, but of nothing can she boast 
with more justice than of her people. 
There can be nothing liner in its way 
than a Victoria crowd. It U made 
tip of well-dressed, wholesome looking 
people, and it behaves Itself. Take 
for example the great concourse of 
people who attended the festivities at 
the Gorge ['ark on Tuesday night. We 
will not pretend lo say how many 
there were, but they wore numbered 
by thousands. Thousands went by the 
tram ears, thousands wont by beats; 
hundreds In carriages and hundreds 
walked. But amid them all there was 
not one person who took advantage 
nf the. absolute impossibility of polic- 
ing the locality to conducl himself or 
herself in an offensive manner. When 
you come to think of it this is a very 
remarkable thing. On the water were 
hundreds nf boats. Of course as has 
been said by some one. Victoria peo- 
ple are amphibious. They are as 
much at home on the water as ashore, 
but it would not be surprising if 
.among all the boats which went up 
and down the Arm and for an hour 
or two were congested off the park, 
there. had been some people who did 
not know how iir were unwilling 
lo conduct themselves as they 
should. But there was not Die 
slightest thing to complain of. 
Big lioats and little boats, launches 
and canoes, boats decorated and 
nndecorated, boats with lights and 
boats without lights moved freely 
around, sometimes getting in each 
other's way, sometiir.es coming gently 
Into collision, but never by any pos- 
sibility was there any unpleasantness. 
When it came to be time to go home, 
and thousands of people gathered at 
the Gorge to see the boats go through 
against the heavy current, one would 
have supposed that some event of sur- 
passing Interest wan in progress to 
judge from the cheers that greeted the 
successful oarsmen and the good- 
natured laughter at t lie unsuccessful. 
Everything was fun and good humor. 
We know of places where amid such 
a gathering of boats it would have 
been thought necessary to have a 
police launch, and an effort would 
have been made to ntake some kind 
of regulations for the people In the 
boats to observe. Hut In Victoria 
there would be a rebellion if anything 
of the kind was attempted. It was 
the same ashore Possibly there were 
some policemen somewhere about, but 
If so they manage, 1 to keep themselves 
out of sight. There was nothing for 
them to do. Backwards and forwards 
through the half-lighted groves of the j 
park the thousands of people moved, 
old and young, fathers, mothers,' 
youths anil maidens and children In 
arms, but everything was orderly.: 
( lutsidc of the park and for half a 
mile or so horses and carriages stood 
along the roadside or half concealed j 
among the trees. Hut nothing was 
molested. 

Now. what does this mean? A 
visitor once described the scene up 
the Arm on the Queen's Birthday as i 
"a magnificent Illustration of popular 
self-government." II" .-aid that such 
a tiling could not be si en anywhere 
in the 1 rnited States. I lo said t hat 
he saw for the first time in his life 
thousands of people demonstrating the 
fundamental principle of the Common 
Law by so using their own rights as 
not to interfere with the lights of 
others, This seems to he the secret 
of the whole happy result, our peo- 
ple knew how to govern themselves. 
Long may they deserve this high 
praise. 

FARES TO SEATTLE. 

It is said that some Seattle gentle- 
men are coming over to Victoria to 
negotiate for a settlement of the "rate 
war" between that city and Victoria. 
'When the representative of the Inter- 
national Steamship company was here 
a week or two ago he made it very 
(dear what his company would insist 
on a.-- a condition precedent to tin' ter- 
mination of the "war," and it was that 
the winter traffic between the two 
cities should he turned over to his 
company. This is the very thing to 
which the people of Victoria take 
.strenuous exception, and there Is no 
combination of business men in this 
city, who would venture lo claim a 
right to assert that the opinion of the 
community Is to the contrary. The 
Canadian Pacific entered the Held ex- 
pressly at the request of the Victoria 
people, who wanted it safer and more 
comfortable, winter service than the 
Alaska Steamship company was giv- 
ing, and any arrangement that would 
lead to a withdrawal of the CanacUun 
Pacific from the Scuttle route in the 
winter would meet with the strongest 
kind of a' protest. If the Ifltornri- 



arrangomont, del them get out of the 
winter service. They say themselves 
that there Is plenty of business for the 
two lines during the summer. Vic- 
toria has secured an excellent service 
to Seattle, thanks to the Canadian Pa- 
clfic, and we fancy that this is going 
to he a case of "what we have we'll 
hold" as long as we can. As to the 
reduced rates, wo do not know that 
any one in Victoria is making any 
complaint on that score. So wdiile 
we shall be glad to have as many 
Seattle people as can make It conveni- 
ent come over .and sec the people of 
Victoria on any kind of business, wo 
are very much of the opinion that 
they will have their troublo for their 
pains, if they expect to get any repre- 
sentative body of Victorians to eon- 
sent to the proposition of the Inter- 
national Steamship company.

"A MAD WORLD." 



What has come over the spirit of 
our erstwhile good-humored contem- 
porary the Vancouver World? On 
Tuesday it devoted a column to abus- 
ing this fair city, which it describes 
as a dog-in-the-manger of the rank- 
est breed, but the real object of it Wits 
to create in Nanaimo a feeling that 
I Victoria Is hostile to Its interests. 
"A mad 'World.' my masters." Our 
Vancouver contemporary tells us that 
when a person comes to Victoria he 
is told not to go to Nanaimo and that 
the people of Victoria have Influenced 
the C.P.R. not to have the. boats, and 
trains connect at that city. It also 
informs us that we never tell any one 
anything about the beauties of the 
West t'oast. or the scenery among the 
Islands of the ilulf or the lovely stage 
drive to Alherni. It assails some im- 
aginary people who are alleged to lie 
of the opinion that there is nothing 
in tlie province worth seeing outside 
"f this city. And so it goes on to the 
extent of a thousand words or so. If 
these things that are said about us 
were true, they would be sad, but as 
they are not true they are only ab- 
surd. Victorians never grow weary 
of telling of the beauties of other parts 
of the province, not even excepting 
those of Vancouver. Happily the 
people of Victoria have large inter- 
ests in all parts of British Columbia, 
and they could not afford, even if they 
wished, to belittle the attractions and 
advantages of other localities. This 
is one of the reasons why they al- 
ways have good words fur Vancouver. 
In its very humble way the Colonist 
lias been trying to make it known that 
there are many places on Vancouver 
Island worth visiting, and many na- 
tural resources worth developing. 
Possibly if the World will promise to 
be real good, we may feel s.<. — «Mme 
like printing seme nice pictures of 
the city in which it is published, and 
in the meanwhile we beg to remind 
our contemporary that, if it would like 
to do a littie in tilat line itself, wc- 
snall be very happy to quote It rates 
on photo-engravings. Hut without 
admitting that Victorians have been 
at all remiss in their duty to other 
parts of the Island, the article in the 
World reminds us that it is timely for 
the business people of this city to cul- 
tivate the closest possible business 
relations with till surrounding dls- 
j trlcts. We do not favor anything 
I like unfriendly rivalry between the 
two places, but it is important lo note 
| that the good city on Hurranl Inlet 
I is reaching out for the trade of local- 
ities, which ought to do their chief 
business with Victoria. The article 
above referred lo i- only a part of a 
campaign to exploit Vancouver at the 
expense of Victoria. 



There is quite a marked revival of 
Interest in cricket, and a very excellent 
thing it is.

The need of life saving apparatus 
at tho (Jorge was demonstrated on 
Tuesday evening shortly before mid- 
night when a canoe containing two 
boys turned broadside to the rushing 
waters while the pair were endeavor- 
ing to paddle througji the. Gorge and 
overturned. The accident was wit- 
nessed by a large number of onlook- 
ers who thronged the bridge and wit- 
nessed the efforts of the boys to ex- 
ticato themselves from the whirling 
waters. One of the canoeists suc- 
ceeded In retaining his nold on the up- 
turned canoe but the other was swept 
out Into the deep water. 

Provincial Constables Carter and 
Luniley who were stationed on the 
walk alongside the Gorge heard the 
cries of those above and recognized In 
an instant the need of prompt action. 
One of the lour life preservers in- 
stalled at tho Gorge on .Saturday was 
thrown to the struggling boy who re- 
tained presence of mind enough to pull 
it over his shoulders and he wns 
pulled to safety by the long line to 
which the preserver was attached. 
Some one on tho platform threw an- 
other of the preservers to the boy, 
who failed to see it and the life saving 
apparatus is now somewhere at the 
head of the arm. The finder is re- 
quested to notify the police. 

The rush on the part of the small 
craft to get through the Gorge gave 
the- onlookers many an anxious minute 
and required the close attention of 
tlie police. Tlie timely installation of 
the life saving apparatus at that spot, 
probably saved the life of tho lad who 
apparently was unable to make head- 
way against tlie undercurrent which 
swept along with great force.

Japanese Liner Brings Small 
Cargo Owing to Boycott in 
South China 



HAS NOTABLE PASSENGERS 



Brought News of Another Dis- 
aster Which Involved Many 
Chinese on Han River 



Willi a lighl cargo owing Lo the 
continued boycott ugalnst Japanese 
ships nnil Japune.-ie wares In Smith 
China, the steamer Sliinano .Main, of 
iho Nippon Yiisen Kaishu line, reacheil 
port yesterday from Hongkong via 
Amoy, Wusung, Nagasaki, Muji, Shlm- 
Izu, Kobe, 1'okkalclii and Vokuhaina. 
The steamer was the first vessel lo 
call this season for the now season's 
tea at Shimlzu and tea forms part of 
her cargo of 1,800 tons of general 
freight. At the outer wharf the 
steamer discharged I5u tuns of general 
freight. 

The Japanese liner brought 26 sa- 
loon passengers, Hi second class and 
20ii steerage. In the saloon were Mar- 
<iuis N. Llcoda, son of Prince Toku- 
guwa, last hi' the Shoguna >>f Japan 
and suite, including T. Ihara, a direc- 
tor of the Japan 'linns, a newspaper 
published by Japanese in English, am! 
Dr. Kltamura, family physician, Rev. 
1>. E. ICbina, a missionary arrived on 
his way to Edinburgh to attend a 
convention, Mr. and Mrs. 1>. A. Keuy 
and Rev. and Mrs. .1. E Fee anil four 
children debarked here. Dr. P. G. 
AV'ooloy, from the Phillipines, embark- 
ed at Hongkong on h'w way to Chi- 
cago, and E. S. R. Privett, an engineer, 
came from Hongkong bound to Lon- 
don. C. N. Hall and II. L. Gulllamme, 
both merchants, were also bound Lo 
London. It. Toussaint, ;i German naval 
officer came from Shanghai, bound to 
Hamburg, and A. Cliapuis and J. Pa- 
chod, two French travellers, were also 
bound for the German port. T. Okubo, 
a Japanese in the employ of a rich 
firm of Chinese, came from Shanghai 
bound to New York to buy machinery; 
Rev. T. P. Hammlll, a missionary 
from Japan is en route to New York. 
Other passengers were Mrs. V. Rodd 
and Miss F. L. Muddox, Mr. and Mrs. 
L. II. Llnder, and a number of Japa- 
nese, mostly of the merchant class. 

There were fewer Japanese steerage 
passengers for Victoria than for some 
time, but 19 landing here. There were 
also 15 Chinese and one European 
steerage for this port. There were HO 
Japanese for Seattle. After discharg- 
ing her local freight the steamer pro- 
ceeded to tht' Sound port at G p. in. 
Another Disaster. 
News of another disaster at Han- 
kow, following on the disastrous 
freshet which wiped out It). 000 lives, 
vvhicll involved a loss of over 1.000 
lives, wreck of HOO junks and the 
stranding of many steamers, Including 
several foreign craft, was brought by 
the Shinano Maru. The typhoon came 
suddenly and in a few minutes reduced 
the hundreds of boats in the Han 
river to wreckage. Steamers broke 
from their moorings at the hulks, and 
only those vvhicll could get up steam 
quickly escaped. The China Merchants' 
steamer AVusang was driven ashore. 
The Kiangfoo, a paddle vessel, was 
driven against some hulks and her 
wheel broken. Other vessels, sueli as 
the Kanchow and the Kianghsin, 
which crossed the river immediately 
after the storm broke over them, wit- 
nessed a terrible scene of destruction 
from the Wuchang shore Hundreds 
of small native craft were caught by 
the waves, tossed about like playthings 
and shattered by the fury of tin; gale. 
The water was strewn with wreckage, 
and the vessels at anchor were in no 
little danger from the heavy baulks 
of timber that were hurled relentless- 
ly at them by the angry elements. 
Sampans and lighters sank, buried in 
a shroud of spray, and their occupants 
In most cases were never seen again. 
On more than one steamer the officers 
feared the worst, and the horror of tin- 
gale, bad though it was in the clay- 
light, was Intensified by the approach- 
ing darkness. During the afternoon 
the Hankow Bund was lined with spec- 
tators, who watched with intense ex- 
citement the efforts of the steamers to 
find safe anchorage. 

Two boats, laden with water rushes, 
were overwhelmed and sank in a few 
minutes. Several rice boats went un- 
der, of their crews only a few men 
escaped, and a sedan chair, in which 
a lady was travelling, was -wept out 
into the river. There was a boat load- 
ed with several hundred tins of kero- 
sene oil and with the men on board- 
no trace remains of either the men or 
boat. It is stated that six-tenths of 
the junks that were moored in the 
Han river were' wrecked or swept out 
into the Vangslze. The people on 
shore were powerless and stood look- 
ing on in speechless horror at the de- 
struction before them, L'p to the timi 
tho steamer sailed 500 bodies have 
been taken out of (ho water, some be- 
ing recovered by foreigners, apparent- 
ly missionaries.

Extreme High Water Prevents 
River Steamers From Pass- 
ing Canyon on Skeena 



"Therefore the governor general in 
council is pleased to order that the 
rules and regulations for the govern- 
ment of ports as established by tile 
Order-inCouncll of the 12th June, 1889, 
shall be and the same arc hereby fur- 
ther amended by adding to section 37 
which was made and established by 
tho Order- in- Council of the "3rd April, 
189-1, the following sub-section: 

"'Section o7 (b) For the purpose of 
allowing a clear space to practise the. 
heavy guns established on Rodd hill 
and in His Majesty's dockyard at the 
entrance to Esquimau harbor, Van- 
couver island, British Columbia, ves- 
sels arriving in Royal Roads, between 
the 13th May and the 15th September 
In eacli year, must anchor to the west- 
ward of a lino drawn from Duntzo 
head to Race rocks lighthouse, anil not 
less than one nautical mile distant 
from Duntze head. Vessels anchored 
to the- eastward of tills limit will be 
given twenty-four hours' notice to 
move out of the danger zone, and any 
charges incurred in mov ing sucli ves- 
sels shall be borne by the vessel.' 

"This order must be observed by all 
mariners." 



SMALL HOPE HELD 

FOR THE FALKLANDBANK 

Vessel Out Over 200 Days From Port 
Talbot for Valparaiso and 
Heavily Reinsured 

In shipping- circles little hope is en- 
tertained for the arrival of the British 
ship Falklandbank, now 200 days out 
from Port Talbot for Valparaiso. The 
ship sailed November it and was 
spoken two days later. She was also 
spoken in latitude 35 south, hut since 
then nothing has been heard of her. 
Reinsurance is being quoted at '.10 per 
cent, and before long, it is likely she 
will be stricken off as officially lost. 

Another vessel for which there ap- 
pears little chance is the American 
ship Bangalore, 216 days out from Nor- 
folk for Honolulu. She is quoted at 
85 per cent. A month after the ves- 
sel sailed, October 2;t, she was spoken 
In latitude 7 north in the Atlantic but 
no further word of tile long overdue 
has been received. 



The steamer Camosun of tho Union 
Steamship company reached port yes- 
terday from Prince Rupert and way 
ports and sailed again for the north 
last night. The steamer Venture of 
the Boscowitu Steamship company 
also sailed for northern 11. C. ports 
last night. Capt. Guudln of the. 
marine department, who went north 
on the steamer Quadra which is mak- 
ing another of her extended cruises, 
was a passenger on the Camosun after 
Inspecting the buoys and lights on the 
northern const. 

News was brought by the Camosun 
that extreme high water on the Skeena 
river has prevented steamers from 
navigating the canyon at Kltselas. 
The Port Simpson, which arrived at 
Port Esslngton Sunday, now carries 
passengers and frelghl from there to 
Kltselas. from where they arc trans- 
ported by bull teams a distance of 
nearly two miles to the head of the 
canyon ami thence by steamer Hazel- 
ton to 1 la/.elton. 

The steamer Caledonia, recently 
purchased by Foley. Welch * Stewart, 
has been thoroughly overhauled and 
equipped with the latest Improved 
steam-gearing apparatus anil exten- 
sion rudders for use on swift water 
streams where sharp turns tire neces- 
sary such as found at many points on 
the Skeena. A dynamo and electric 
lighting plant have been Installed. 

Captain Thomas VVhelan, of Van- 
couver, an old-time Yukon skipper, Is 
In charge, in place of Captain Sun- 
horn, who was lately stricken down 
with paralysis while en route to Prince 
Rupert, ami who Is now lying in an 
hospital at Vancouver. The services 
of Walter Wright, for tunny years em- 
ployed by the Hudson's Bay company 
en their river steamers and who Is 
reckoned the best Indian pilot on the 
Skeena, have been secured for the 
season. The Caledonia will likely 
make her first trip up river this week 
with supplies and construction ma- 
terial for the different contractors' 
camps. 

The Egerlo, Captain Parry, reached 
Prince Rupert last Saturday morning 
from Queen Charlotte Islands, where 
she has been doing deep-water sur- 
vey work. Thirty- five of her crew 
have been camped at White Hay, on 
the Queen Charlotte lslnnds. for tho 
past six weeks making soundings in 
the different hays and harbors and 
whitewashing rocks- as aids to navi- 
gation.

ATTEMPT TO SMUGGLE 
CHINESE FROM STEAMER 

Schemo to Land Six Mongolians From 
the Minnesota is Blocked at 
Seattle 

The attempt to smuggle Chinese 
ashore from the steamer Minnesota 
was frustrated on Sunday. The six 
Chinese who were being landed and 
the three' men responsible for the at- 
tempt were placed in jail. The six 
contraband Chinese, all members of 
the crew of the Minnesota, crawled 
through a port or ashliole of the ves- 
sel and into an abandoned rowboat, in 
which they made their way to and un- 
der the Great Northern elevator wharf, 
about 100 yards distant from Hie ship. 

Here they lay In hiding and were 
just boarding: a launch said to have 
been stolen by Lee, a Chinese, and Al- 
lison and Nlbbe, the men arrested, 
from Tom Nelson, a Smith Cove resi- 
dent. 

The mdse of the launch under the 
wharf attracted the attention of the 
officers and finally culminated hi the 
arrest of the band of nine lawbreakers. 
The officers are confident that Bee ex- 
pected to take his six countrymen on 
to New York, receiving $1,000 a head. 

The vessel which met with accident 
at Pillar point near Clallam Hay, is 
the little trading steam schooner 
Louise S., not the ship Louise, as 
previously reported. The. Louise S., 
which Is owned in Port Townsend, Is 
In a waterlogged condition, and the 
tug Tyee is standing by.

Tin- launch was still burning 
when tin- Princess Victoria sailed, but 
was soon afterward extinguished.

Hie rate to Victoria iiad been re- 
duced, and containing other informa- 
tion regarding tin- sailing of ships, all 
produced in flagllng fed type a. foot 
high, with capital letters twice that 
size. Coming down Yesler way this 
sign was a. prominent land mark and 
easily caught by the eye. 

"The Alaska Steamship company, of 
which the Puget Sound Navigation 
company is an ally, occupies Pier 1, 
adjoining Pier A, and as the latter pier 
does not. extend as far east as Bier 1, 
the eye of the spectator from Yesler 
way travels diagonally across from 
where Pier 1 connects with Railroad 
avenue. 

"A surveyor was secured by the pub- 
licity end of the Puget Sound company 
and lines run .distances were estimat- 
ed and the man with the spyglass on 
the tripod figured out just how high 
an obstruction would have to he to ob- 
literate the red-lettered sign of the C.

TWO SEAMEN LOST 

FROM BARK BIDART 

Were Swept Into Sen From the French 
Vessel in Storm After Leav- 
ing Tasmania 



The French bark Hldart, 167 days 
out from Antwerp for Puget sound, 
arrived In Seattle with cement after 
a stormy passage and during a terrific 
storm encountered after leaving Tas- 
mania two of the sailors on the ship 
were lost overboard. 

The men were engaged in reefing 
sail when the foot stays gave way at 
the end of the boom, -and both were 
precipitated into Hie water. They were 
both standing on the one rope when it 
parted. Cine of the men fell straight 
into the water, while the other man- 
aged to grasp the broken line. He made 
a heroic effort to maintain his position, 
but the craft was rolling heavily, and 
the boom swung around with tremend- 
ous momentum. Before any of his com- 
rades could even make an attempt to 
reach him he had been swung with 
such fo.'ce that he could not maintain 
his precarious grip on the rope's end, 
and he was shot out Into the sea like 
a stone from a catapult. 

Bife belts were .thrown overboard 
from the deck and the Bidart was put 
up into the wind, (but not a sign of j 
either of tho men colud be seen. Al- 
though the sea was running high and 
tho waves breaking dangerously, Capt: 
Luinc had a boat ready to be launched 
to put out for the men should either of 
them be sighted. Not a vestige of either 
of them was to be seen. The second 
man must have struck the water with] 
sufficient force to 1 have rendered him 
unconscious immediately In which case 
he would have gone straight to the 
bottom. 



CANADA'S GROWING 

OCEAN SHIPPING 

Projected Improvements in, the Over- 
seas Trade of the Dominion 
Show Advance 



The sailing of tho new 10,000-ton 
Allan liner Hesperian for the St. Law- 
rence last week serves as a reminder 
how largely the growing passenger 
ant), freight traffic of the Dominion is 
contributing to find occupation for 
British shipbuilders, says Canada In 
its hist issue. At Belfast the Domln 
ion line, is constructing two steel-layer 
vessels, the performances of which 
Which will be watched with as great 
Interest as were those of the Allan 
linera Victorian and Virginian, which 
were the pioneers of the turbine-pro- 
pelled ocean steamship, and the sue 
cess of which led to the adoption of 
that principle in the Otinarder Car 
mania, and its latest elaborate exten 
slon In the record-holders, Busitanla 
and Mauretania. The new Dominion 
liners will be tho first ocean steam 
ships to show us the effect of com 
bluing the use of tho turblno and the 
reciprocating engine in tho same ves- 
sel; their success may bring still an- 
other revolution in marine engineer- 
ing. Rumor is busily connecting 
the approaching visit of the president 
of tho Canadian Pacific railway to 
Glasgow with the approval of the 
plans for two steamships larger and 
faster than the Empress of Britain 
and Ireland. It is quite evident that, 
quite Independent of government sub- 
sidies to an "All Red" route, tho 
growing rivalry between existing lines 
will soon cause steamships of at least 
twenty knots' speed to be running di- 
rect to Canadian Atlantic ports, and 
if the subsidy paid by the British 
government for the alternative Pacific 
mnll route to Yokohama and Hong- 
kong Is renewed, the new contract will 
make it necessary to replace the Em- 
presses of India, China, and Japan 
with faster and more modcrnly 
equipped vessels. 

ROSYTH NAVAL BASE 

Details of the Scheme for the Great 
Scottish Dockyard 

An elaborate plan of the projected 
naval establishment at Rosytli. show- 
ing the scheme approved, to he ex- 
ecuted nt an estimated cost of £3.000.- 
000 exclusive of the cost of machin- 
ery, has been issued by the British 
Admiralty. 

A series of notes accompanying the 
plan show tho principal items of the 
scheme to be as follows: 

Basin having an area of f>2 1-2 acres, 
with projecting pier, giving a total 
wharfage of 7.108 feet. 

Entrance lock available for use as a 
dock. S50 feet long, 110 feet wide at 
entrances, and 30 feet deep at low 
water. 

A straight river wharf 2,733 feet 
long, witli .10 feet deptli of water at 
high neap tides. This wharfage Is 
carried sufliciently deep to enable, 
berths to be ultimately dredged to 3G 
feet at low water spring tides. 

Dry dock 750 feet long, 100 feet wide, 
at entrance, and 3G feet deep. This 
can be subdivided for use as two 
separate docks. 

Bont slip, 200 feet by 130 feet wide. 

Basin for submarine boats and 
(temporarily for destroyers) COO feet 
by 170 feet, with a depth of 15 feet at 
low water. 

Bloating dock, 250 feet long will bo 
provided, together with jetties for 
twelve submarines and six destroyers. 

An approach channel to tho en- 
trance lock will be dredged to a 
depth of 30 feet at low water. 



TRAMPS ARE GETTING 

TRA DE FR OM LINERS 

Vessels Which Came to Pacific With 
Coal Carry Flour for Very 
Low Rate

two days In keeping with the holiday, 



Steamers arriving from the Sound 
report a peculiar state of affairs in thfc 
flour carrying trade from Seattle and 
Tacoma to the Orient. There Is very 
little flour offering for shipment to 
China and Japan and what little there is 
is being carried by tramp steamers at 
the extraordinarily 'low rate of a dol- 
lar a ton. 

The flour carrying trade has for 
years been in the hands of regular 
lines hut last summer and fall, num- 
bers of tramp steamers reached tin- 
Pacific coast with Australian coal in 
anticipation uf a strike at the Van- 
couver Island coal mines and a hard 
winter forcing the price of the fuel up 
with a resulting profit to the specu- 
lators. As it happened the winter as 
mild and the strike did not materially 
consequently these tramps were hung 
up at San Krancisco while the consig- 
nees frantically tried to get rid of their 
coal at cheap rales, line result of this 
was the closing of the mines at Na- 
naimo as steamboats could buy hunk- 
er coal at so cheap a price in San 
Francisco harbor Hun they would not 
come up to the island ports to coal. 
With the coal got rid of the tramps be- 
gan to look around lor freights and 
charters to take them buck and they 
made a dead get on the Hour trade. To 
freeze them out the regular lines trad- 
ing to the Orient made a cut of a dol- 
lar a ton and established a. freight of 
$2.60 per ton thinking to put the 
tramps out of business. They, howevi r 
replied with a rate of a dollar a t m 
and that is how the matter stands. 

A Japanese newspaper received \>g 
the Shinano itlaru yesterday has an *r- 
tlele on the Pacific Shipping trade with 
regard In the Japanese steamers n- 
guged which says: "Japanese shipown- 
ers freely confess that there are al- 
ready too many ships on the Pacific, 
and the division of service is too detail- 
ed to allow a profitable trade. Al- 
gether there are now seven steamships 
companies doing business in the Pacific 
between Japan mid the American con- 
tinent, two of which are Japanese, and 
it. is only by contracting a mutual 
freight agreement that those com- 
panies have been able to continue op- 
erations. Since the close of the war 
many of the numerous transports, re- 
verting to their owners, have been 
turned Into tramp .steamships, seriously 
invading the freight traffic of the Pa- 
cific, and cutting rates to an extent 
that bus now put tho carrying trade In 
these waters beyond a paying basis. 
There is no doubt thai the , lat>anese 
companies, backed as they aie bv the 
influence and subsidisation of the Im- 
perial government, arc making deter- 
mined efforts to dominate tho Pacific 
carrying trade. That the Japanese can 
ultimately absorb the more enterpris- 
ing of tho foreign concerns Is, however, 
greatly to be doubted. The fact is, the 
Japanese Hues are now working with- 
out a profit. Moreover, the Japanese 
government cannot be expected lo 
maintain indefinitely the heavy subsi- 
disation of Its mercantile murine, es- 
pecially us the nation is gradually get- 
ting deeper and deeper into debt, 



At Grimsby the trawler "Osiris" ar- 
rived In port and landed 110 lino spec- 
imens of sturgeon.

Mr, 
Thomas Cunningham, provincial in- 
spector of frtlit pests, will leave for 
Agassiz tomorrow or Thursday armed 
with a new variety of "dope" for the 
spraying of the hop vines. In past 
years every known kind of poison has 
been tried' on the hop flea beetle at 
Agassiz without success. Arsenical 
poisons have no effect upon the di- 
gestive organs of these fleas, in fuel 
Ihej seem to like them. 

The hop flea beetle is by no means 
a new agent of destruction, and it is 
believed thai it was imported to Urit-

Values Collapse After Showing 
Remarkable Recovery 
From Panic 



The stock market has suffered a 
rather violent set-back, which had its 
inception in the poor prospects for 
passing any emergency currency bill 
during the present session of congress, 
says Henry flews In Ills review of the 
limine iu I situation. This turn of af- 
fairs precipitated a rush to lake pro- 
llts, and the whole market fell into a 
demoralized con, lit ion. breaking from 5 
to 10 points as might be expected after 
such a sensational advance as has 
lately occurred. Siuei the panic prices 
have risen 20 to Mi points; an advance 
out of nil proportion to improvement 
in general conditions, and one must be 
chh'fly attributed to the manipulations 
of a few powerful operators having 
an unlimited supply of flic up money 
at their command. From now on the 
ionise of the money market will ho 
watched with Increasing Interest. It 
Is unite possible that tile period for 
lowest rates for money will coincide 
with thai of greato-d business depres- 
sion, ami Lllat un> Impnn t mi- nt In the 
latter will be followed by a better 
mercantile demand for loans. 

The immediate outlook is for con- 
tinued ease, because bank reserves are 
very heavy, and the ordinary demands 
for money are lessened by 
lower prices and diminished vol- 
ume of business. There are i-ouilter- 
Inlluenees, however, at work which will 
not permit nn llulelliilte continuance 
of extremely low rates. We have al- 
ready returned nearly $40,000,000 nC 

the $100,UOO," rt n honor'.. i during the 

panic, ami mure may follow. The 
treasury, moreover, is steadily with- 
drawing its big surplus from the de- 
pository banks. $25,000,000 being with- 
drawn at the end of this week: anil 
the t hanccs are that further withdraw- 
als will be made owing tn Hie con- 
tinued treasury deficit, which threatens 

to run o\ or $60,1 ,000 for the current 

fiscal year. If to these exceptional de- 
mands we add the requirements for 
financing the $300,000,000 new security 
issues which arc expected during the 
remainder of. the year, it will be seen 
that prospective demands tire large, 
and may fully employ our monetary 
resources in the fall when crop de- 
mands begin and trade becomes more 
active. At that time there will be 
much b-ss money available for slock 
speculation than now.

Nowhere else can such 
wild fluctuations be discovered, and 
they must hi- attributed almost en- 
tirely i, , the want of elasticity in our 
currency system.

feverish, it is refreshing to be able to 
record a genuine turn for the better 
in general business. Though no sharp 
recovery is in sight, anil too sudden 
a revival is not to he desired, never- 
theless signs of recuperation are 
.springing up in various directions; 
buyers arc showing more Interest, and 
collections are generally good. Evi- 
dently business has passed through 
the worst of depression; and, as a re- 
sult of recent .enforced contraction and 
a lower basis of values, is on much 
sounder foundations than for several 
years. There is no over-supply of 
goods; and owing lo prolonged curtail- 
ment there will in many cases he a 
positive scarcity as soon as buyers 
take hold with anything approaching 
ordinary freedom. There has been a 
decided Improvement in the demand 
for cotton goods, resulting from lower 
prices and recognition by buyers that 
bottom has be n reached, and that 
supplies arc almost exhausted. Other 
branches of the textile trades arc feel- 
ing the Improvement, and even wool 
and woolens display a better tone. A 
lorn for tin- better has already taken 
place in I in- i roil t null', and orders are 
In lag placed much more freely for pig 
iron. In the grocerj trade a fair busi- 
ness is being done, and conditions are 
more sa t Isfactnry. 

Harvest Outlook 

( if e. uirs, . much ill pends upon the 
harvest. The recent cool weather and 
continued rainfalls have not been con- 
ducive to improvement, and it need 
imt cause any surprise if next mouth's 
reports on wheat and cotton show 
some deleriora lion. On t he other hand 
it must not In- forgotten than the crops 
are getting a splendid start, and that 
an abundance of moisture at the be- 
ginning of the season is more likely to 
prove a henetit than an evil. If any 
further evidences were needed to prove 
that business is improving It could be 
had In clearing house returns, which 
In the large cities at. now running only 
10 per cent below a year ago, com- 
pared w ith earlier decreases nl" 30 per 
cent and over. Railroad earnings have 
been very unsatisfactory, but those 
also should shortly make better com- 
parisons than have lately been the rule 

It is necessary to repeat our advices 
of caution in stock market manipula- 
tions. The market Is highly artificial 
in character and liable to violent fluc- 
tuations in either direction, for while 
the general situation is improving the 
advance in stocks has unquestionably 
been loo rapid.
